MOST TIMELY DURING PRES- 


ENT HEALTH CAMPAIGN

Mr. and Mrs. Albert Berry of Mex- 
la. formerly of Corsicana. Miss 
Berry leaches health In the Corsi- 
cana public schools and this splen- 
did address occasioned HO many 
favorable comments that we pre- 
vailed on her to allow Its publica- 
tion at this special lime of 
the 
"Health Campaign" which is being- 
sponsored by the City Councl P. 
T. A. 
The written 
address 
will lack 


the personal charm and magne- 
tism with which Miss Berry deliv- 
ered it, but the privilege of read- 
Ing it Is well worthwhile, and the 
Council is indebted to her for this 
rontrbution to the child welfare 
program.—P. T. A. Publicity Chair- 
man. 
.'» The address follows: 


Health Kducatlon in the School. 
Since the great war there has 
been a growing Interest manifest- 
ed in health. The clear proof that 
one-third of all drafted men had 
to be rejected as too unfit to be 
worth training, jarred the some- 
what 
complacent 
attitude 
the 


American people had taken toward 
their physical well-being. 
Once 


having their eyes opened, people 
are beginning to pay more atten- 
tion to matters of Individual 
and 


public 
health, 
and are realizing 


that 
the human 
body, like 
a 
machine, needs frequent Inspection 
and intelligent care. As a result 
we find that leaders of general ed- 


j ucatlon are stressing health 
as 


first among the alms of education, 
and extensive courses are being 
'offered 
among the colleges and 


universities. 


From the day Adam and Eve 


left the Garden of Eden, down to a 
time In recent years, man's mus- 
cles were his single source of en- 
ergy. To protect himself and gain 
subsistence, 
he was 
driven to 
strenuous and almost ceaseless ac- 


' tivlty. However, during this strug- 
gle for existence, there were sev- 
eral features fixed In man's consti- 
tution which are Inherited by suc- 
ceeding generations, namely, mus- 
cles that make up 40 per cent of 
the body, an erect posture, a ner- 
vous system co-ordinating all of 
our movements, heart, lungs, di- 
gestive organs, and certain habits, 
of eating, sleeping and .activity. 


Then came the Industrial revolu- 
tion and with the Introduction of 
machinery into the world, man'* 
physical struggle for existence was 
ended. 
As a source of energy 
muscle Is-now obsolete. 
The In- 


dustrial revolution also Increased 
the numbers of those 
attending: 
school and likewise brought about 
an Increase In the leisure time of 
people, both In school and out. 
Thus to provide wholesome .activ- 
ity for this leisure time and to 
•promote the'health of the people, 


an extensive readjustment of our 
ducational system Is being made. 


An Extensive Program. 
To accomplish these ends 
ret 


quires a three-fold program: 


1. To discover and remove phy- 


sical defects. 


2. To teach healthful habits of 


living and the principles underly- 
ing these habits. 


3. To conduct physical activities 


that will keep the bodily organs 
functioning normally. 


With this program in mind, the 


health courses In our schools are 
conducted for the following 
pur- 


poses: 


1. To secure 
knowledge and 


skill in activities. 


2. To secure the best possible 


physical development. 


This is an 
extensive program, 


and a program 
that 
cannot be 


completed by the schools alone. It 
Is to the parents to whom we look 
for co-operation and support. This 
course embraces the work of the 
public health nurse, and Corsicana 
is Indeed fortunate In haying the 
services of an excellent nurse 
at 
the disposal of the citizens. 
In 


school work, it is the nurse's duty 
to discover the physical defects of 
a child, and then report them to 
the parents. 


I£ we fall to gain the co-opgra- 


tlon of the 
parents 
in removing 


these physical defects, then 
our 
work loses its value. No plan of 
promoting healthjwill avail much 
among those who suffer from dis- 
eased conditions. When a car de- 
velops a leaky radiator, the driver 
doesn't go on without repairs; he 
has the defects mended and then 
goes on at full speed. Bodily de- 
fects should be found and cured in 
the same business-like manner. 


Teaching Methods Varied. 
The methods of teaching health 


to children of all ages are varied, 
because of the physical and men- 
tal aspects to be considered. The 
conduct of young children is af- 
fected, not by what they know, but 
what they see others do. It Is evi- 
dent, then, that leadership 
and 


direction are better than teaching 
facts. 
Games, 
stories, 
rhymes, 


and demonstration from excellent 
mediums of introducing these facts 
to the child in an interesting and 
fascinating manner. 
Older children want to know the 
reasons for things, and this neces- 
sitates the teaching of principles 
In the higher grades. These prin- 
ciples must be presented, not only 
to interest the chili but also to 
give him a new point of view and 
outlook on life. 
We gain nothing in discussing 


the relative values of these aims 
unless we mention some of the 
distinct effects of our health pro- 
gram. , Other than securing 
a 
better physical 
development, 
it 
has a decided mental and social ef- 
fect. Physical activities cannot be 
conducted 
without the 
use of 


•judgment and the ability to make 
quick decisions. 
The opportunity 
is also presented to develop very 
fascinating types of (kill. There is 
a decided social value attached to 
the recreative activities offered. 
We can 
secure 
results 
only 
through the voluntary activity of 
•an ' Individual, and this must be 
prompted by a spirit of active arid 
hearty co-operation. When the ac- 
tivity is made attractive, the pleas- 
ure it gives Is in Itself health-giv- 
ing. 
Physical 
activities, 
when 
properly conducted, develop 
a 


feeling of good will towards ones 
companions, an ability to get' along

the fly while the federal govern- 
ment has made available a fund of
